Paperwork was found on Thomas Matusiewicz included two hand written death certificates for Christine 
Belford and Timothy Hitchings. Throught the course of the Investigation it was learned that Timothy Hitchings is 
an attorney who has represented Christine Belford throughout her Divorce and child custody/support proceedinqs 
with David Matusiewicz. 

On Monday, February 11, 2013, at approximately 6:30pm, FBI Special Agent Philip Russell contacted FBI task 
force officer Onorio Pelayo in regards to assisting Delaware State Police who was investigating a Homicide that 
occurred inside the New Castle County Courthouse in Wilmington, Delaware. 

Agents and Task force officer made contact with Sergeant Millard A. Greer from the Delaware State Police 
Sergeant Greer requested assistance in obtaining an evidentiary search warrant at the residence of deceased 
suspect (Thomas Matusiewicz dob: 08/28/1944). Sergeant Greer learned through the course of their investigation 
that Thomas, Lenore, and David Matusiewicz reside at 26925 FM 1015 Rd in Edcouch, Hidalgo County Texas 
An Interview of Lenore Matusiewicz revealed that she, Thomas and her son David left their residence in Edcouch 
Texas on February 4, 2013, headed to the State of Delaware. 

ON February 11, 2013 Agents and Task force Officers further made contact with Amy Gonzalez daughter of 
Thomas Matusiewicz who confirmed that her father, her mother Leonore Matusiewicz and brother David 
Matusiewicz do indeed reside at 26925 FM 1015 Rd in Edcouch, Hidalgo County, Texas and that they left that 
residence on February 4, 2013 heading towards the State of Delaware.
